The Germanic Confederation, as at pro-| 
sent existing, was formed’ at Vienna in| 
1815, ‘The plenipotentiaries, who met 
there, had no easy task to perform, as there} 
were many contending interesta to be con-| 
sulted, and numerous independent Princes 
to be satisfied. The work, however, was ut 
last completed, and the Act of the German 
Confederation was drawn up, consisting of 
tweuty articles, of which the first eleven 
were inserted in the Act of the Congress of 
Vienna, and thus placed under the guaran- 
ty of the Great Iuropean Powers. The 
object of this Confederation’ is to give se- 
curity to Germany, and to preserve the in- 
dependence and integrity of the German 
States, The number of sovereign States 
which form this. Confederation, is at pre- 
sent 34,—five lines having become extinct 
since 1815, These thirty-four States in- 
clude the Empire of Austriu, the five King 
doms of Prussia, Bavaria, Saxony, Hanover, 
and Wurtemburg, seven Grand Duchies, 
one Klectorate, seven Duchios, one Landgra- 
vate, eight Principalities und’ four free 
towns. In the urticles of Confederation, the 
metbors promise not to wage wir against 
each other, and also, mutually to defend one 
another against any attack. When war is 
declared by the Confederation no member 
can enter into private negotiations with the 
enemy, or singly conclude peace. 
Diet, consisting of’ plenipotentiaries from the 
different States, meets at Frankford. iis 
composed of two parts, the plenum or full 
assembly in which every member has at 
least one, and some two, some three and 
some four votes, according to their relative 
importance, and the Lesser Council or Go- 
the States are reduced to 17.

New York, April 7th, 1864. 
Dear Chronicle,—Since my last, the most 
important thing that bas occurred here is the 
OPENING OF THE METROPOLITAN FAIR. 
This gigantic Fair was opened on Monday 
April 4to. ‘The weather was foe, and in cou- 
sequence of the recent rainy season in thin 
locality, (here was hardly any dust. In the 
forepart of the day tuore was nothing to dis- 
Unguish it from an ordinary week-day, except 
the extra stir in the vicinity of the Fair ground 
and the waving of the stars and stiipes from 
the civic and other buildings throughout the 
city.

TeseisLe TRAGEDY NEAR SmiTH's 
Fats.—The Smith's Falls Review gives 
the particulars of a melancholy ocourrencs 
in that vicinity the present week, resulting 
from the vice of intemperance. We quote: 
— The tragical end of many a wretched 
victim of the demon intemperance is a 
matter of daily record, yet, though horrible 
and numerous are the warnings, there is 
apparently no diminution of the fearful 
evil, and it now becomes our tura to add 
two more to the appaling list. ‘The vio- 
tims in this instanow are William Holliday 
and his wife, residents of the wownship of 
Montague, a little below Smith’s Falls.

husband’s drunken orgics. Proceeding 
homeward they reached a field in the neigh- 
borhood of the house and sat down on a 
pile of stones, where they were heard b: 
one of their neighbors, Elijah Lomex, thse 
husband appearing to be angry, an tho 
wife weeplog. Suspécting the state of 
watters, and supposing it some slight quar 
rel between thew, he refreined trom ap- 
prouching, and thought Metle more of the 
matter uotil the following morning. Iim- 
pelled by curiosity he then visited the Spot, 
and to his horror found Mrs. Holliday ly- 
ing on the ground a few yards from the 
pile of stones, dead. A bottle partially 
filled with whisky was found by her side, 
The ground was alittle trampled or ruffled 
around, but nothing more than might bo 
expected under the ciroumstances. ‘0 ex- 
ternal marks of violence were observable. 
Notice was instautly despatched to the 
Coroner, Dr. Burritt, who immediately im- 
panneled a jury to hold an inquest. While 
all this was going on the dark scene was 
doubly enhanced by the discovery of the 
body of the husband a short distance off in 
a pool of water. Wandering about he had 
evidently staggered or crawled into it and 
beon unable to got out. The pool was 
simply un accumulation of surface water, 
varying from three or four to ten inches in 
depth, and in the deepest part of this he 
was found, lying on his baok, the whole 
body with the exception of the face being 
covered with water,
